While the blazing Bun and mild 
south breezes kept the thermometers 
or Saskatchewan and Alberta hover¬ 
ing between 80 and 90 degrees yester- 
cay. even hotter weather prevailed to¬ 
day. Temperature* would reach the 
century mark In districts on the 
Prallies, it was predicted by weather 
experts. 

Medicine Hat. Alberta, suffered 
from the most Intense heat yesterday, 
with 90 decrees weather prevailing. 

Rain yesterday was reported In one 
small community, but forecasts point 
to a continuance of the drought that 
has scorched many acres of wheat this 
summer.

In deciding to send a delegation to Australia, 
the lumbermen of the Province obviously have taken 
1 the right course. A great deal more can be done 
by personal contact than by correspondence. But it 
will have to be borne in mind by the members of 
that delegation that if it is their object to create a 
sentiment in Australia in favor of preferential treat¬ 
ment for our lumber under the provisions of the 
Canadian-Australian trade treaty, as well as to stimu¬ 
late business on the present basis, they will have to 
be prepared to listen to Australia’s case in favor of 
more purchases of her products by Canada, most of 
which, of course, are the products of the farm. 

Our trading account with Australia at present is 
much more one-sided than it was twelve months ago. 
For the year ending May 31 we exportc I goods to 
the value of $2U, 160,898 and bought only $3,666,- 
480 worth, or an exchange ratio of six dollars to one; 
and if the last two years be taken into account, we 
find that out of a turnover of approximately $43,- 
000,000 there is a balance in our £ avor of $25,425,- 
015. Hence, it will be understood that if Canada is 
to obtain any more concessions from Australia, she 
must be ready with her quid pro quo.

These how that for the firs* half of this 
year a higher level was reached than at any period 
on record at the -office of the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. The aggregate value of permits issued 
by sixty-one cities was no less than $124,188,514, 
or 21.7 per cent, higher than the same six months 
in 1928, which was the previous high mark. The 
increase in the value of permits issued in June, by 
the way, was 15.1 per cent, over that of May, and 
an increase over June of a year ago of 21.5 per cent. 

This report of building activity should be noted 
by those who seem to find It very difficult to be 
enthusiastic about the progress of their own country. 
The statistics to which we have referred are the un¬ 
mistakable evidences of prosperity. The most en¬ 
couraging feature of the report, moreover, is that 
from every section of Canada comes the same news.

VV lo which we are required to take our 
men on trust until one or another of them turns out 
to be a rogue. This is supposed to be a cynical and 
suspicious age—an age of world-wise sophisticates. 
In reality, however, it is above all ages an age in 
which men are taking it for granted that their asso¬ 
ciates are rien of honor and dependability. 

In New York City not long ago a large bank 
failed, causing a loss to its depositors—mostly poor 
Italian workingmen—of some $7,000,000. State 
officials immediately investigated, and uncovered an 
unbelievable state of corruption and defalcation on 
the part of trusted officers. The bank, evidently, 
had been systematically looted, and the weight of its 
falling wreckage landed right on the shouldem of 
those least able to sustain it. 

Now, the collapse of a bank is not a common 
event; and, when you stop to think about it, the 
mere fact that it shocks us so much is a striking proof 
of the fact that good faith is a predominating element 
in modern life. 

Think it over for a minute. Whatever money you 
have been able to save you put in a bank. You may 
not know a soul connected with your bank. You may 
know nothing about its officers. Ye* you never 
hesitate to put all your savings into their hands. You 
do not even dream of distrusting them. Your confi¬ 
dence in their honesty makes you feel that the bank 
is the safest possible place for your money. 

That, of course, is only one instance. You could 
multioly it by scores. When you drive ytur auto at 
a fifty-mile clip, you know perfectly well that if 
some of its parts should suddenly develop flaws and 
give way—a steering knuckle, for instance—vou 
would he badly injured, perhaps killed cutright. Yet 
that thought never disturbs you. You have confi¬ 
dence that the men who made the car put honest 
work into it and made it safe for you. 

When you go to a store to buv clothing, often the 
hill it charged. The store officials do not know vou. 
You are only one of thousands of customers—all of 
whom are having their purchases charged. But the 
store is quite willing to f ake your Word for it that 
you will pay up later. It has found that all hut an 
insignificant minority of people are to be trusted. 

When you have a prescription filled at the comer 
drug store you are putting your life in your druggist’s 
hands. On his shelves are poisons enough to kill a 
regiment. If he is careless or poorlv trained he could 
aa&ily make a mistake that would put you out of 
existence. And there is no earthly way for you to 
check upon him. Yet you do not hesitate. You 
have oerfect confidence that he knows hi* job. 

That is the way it goes, through every hour of 
the day. Never before was the ordinary man so much 
under the necessity of taking it for granted that his 
fellows are reliable, honest and canable. A scandal 
like that of the New York hank only emphasizes 
how seldom it is that this daily confidence of ours 
is misplaced.

PREVIOUS RECORDS 
ON THE ATLANTIC 


New York. July 23—The giant 
liner Bremen, symbolic of Ger¬ 
many's bid to regain her maritime 
prestige, came Into port on its 
maiden voyage yesterday, noting In 
Its log new speed records for com¬ 
mercial ocean travel and a success¬ 
ful shlp-to-shore mall transfer. 

The Cunard liner Mauretania's record 
of five days, two hours and thirty- 
four minutes for the voyage from 
Cherbourg to Ambrose Light In lower 
New York Bay. was beaten by eight 
hours and fifty-two minutes by this 
new liner; the average dally speed re¬ 
cord of 26.06 knots held by the Maure¬ 
tania. fell to the Bremen's 27.83. and 
the record speed of twenty-nine knots 
for an hour also held by the Maure¬ 
tania. was surpassed by a fraction. The 
record day's run of 070 miles—also an 
accomplishment of the Mauretania— 
was broken and the new record sur¬ 
passed fouT times In the last four days 
by the Bremen, which covered Its 
greatest distance, 713 miles last night 
and yesterday. 

No vessel that has crossed the At¬ 
lantic since the Ill-fated Titanic In 
1912 had been heralded as this new 
North German Lloyd liner of almost 
50.000 tons, and but few vessels have 
attracted such attention by spectacu¬ 
lar performance on the waves. 

The arrival of the Bremen was pre- ( 
ceded five hours by a mall plane cata¬ 
pulted from its deck off Fire Island. I 
about sixty miles out from the North 
German Lloyd Line pier In Bay Ridge 
In Brooklyn. 

GREAT RECEPTION . 

The Bremen steamed Into port a 
deafening welcome from land, sea and 
sky. The municipal tug Macom and a 
fleet of pleasure and commercial craft 
met the liner at quarantine and while , 
aeroplanes roared overhead the vessel 
under Its own power eased Into Its pier 
to the cheers of thousands of greeters 
The new ocean greyhound passed 
Ambrose Light, the official tuning 
point for westward crossing, at 3 02 
p.m., eastern daylight time, four days, 
eighteen hours jand eeventeen minutes 
ufter leaving >Cherbourg on Its voyage | 
of approximately 3.100 miles to New 
York. Rapidly the big ship warmed up 
and on the third day out speed records 
began to fall. The ahlp covered 713 
miles on Its last day. 

I Admittedly proud but extremely 
I self-effacing was Capt. Leopold Ztegen- 
beln, master. Beyond expressing his 
pride briefly. Capt Zlegenbeln said he 
hoped to establish better time for the 
voyage.

July 23.—The challenge of 
the North German Lloyd liner Bremen 
yesterday In its Atlantic crossing of 
four days, seventeen hours and thirty- 
two minutes probably will be answered. 

It is expected here that an Interna¬ 
tional scramble for speed honors will 
follow almost immediately with Great 
Britain, the United States. France and 
Italy participating. and Germany 
shortly adding the Europa. which 
should do as well or better than the 
Bremen. 

The Cunard Line, owner of the Mau¬ 
retania, whose former record was 
beaten yesterday, made no statement 
of attack on the German record, but It 
is understood the line has a new race 
under contemplation, and it is ex¬ 
pected the Mauretania will attempt to 
show she is capable of time better 
than she has yet produced. 

The two new ships of the United 
States lines to be begun soon probably 
Bhould show as much speed, or more 
than the Bremen. Italy and France, to 
meet the competition, will almost have 
to enter the lists. 

London papers featured the Bremen's 
record this morning, giving the story 
prominence, noting It lowered the 
British-owned Mauretania's prized flag 
and temporarily, at least, wrested the 
ocean’s blue ribbon from the British 
mercantile marine.
